Refore entering upon a description 
of what I saw it is necessary to sum- 
marize the happenings that led up to 
our march forward 

The last two or three days have 
produced strong circumstantial evi- 
dence that the Germans were about 
to steal away to the north. Further 
indications were recorded last night. 

Fnemy Guns Slow Down. 

To begin with, it was the quietest 
night the sector has seen since the 
foe stopped there on his way back 
from the Marne. His artillery fire 
kept decreasing until, toward dawn, 
it ceased almost altogether. 

In at least one fairly large brigade 
a single German shel! fell 
between o'clock this (Thursday) 
rnorninge and noon. Machine gun and 
rifle fusillades that usually impeded 
night roaming by our patrols were 
strangely feeble. This was particu- 
larly noticeable tn Bazoches. While 
they had only small posts in the 
southern part of that village,

Hospital Commissioner Shutt said 
today that the shortage of physicians 
in the city hospital and city sani- 
tarium had reached a point which 
threatened to destroy the usefulness 
of the two institutions. 
he said, to the taking of physicians, 
not only into the army medical serv- 
ice, but into the ranks as private so!- 
diers 
rector of Public Welfare Schmoll, 
when that official returns to the city 
next week, as to making an appeal 
to the army authorities at Washing- 
Lon. 

“Thirty-four physicians are now 
doing the work which is normally 
done by 64, in caring for the 600 pa- 
tients in the hospital,”’ Dr. Shutt said. 

“Of these 34, three are resident 
physicians and three are senior in- 
ternes. We have normally four resi- 
dent physicians and 12 senior in- 
ternes. We have now 28 junior in- 
ternes.. The junior internes are 
specifically exempted from the draft 
during their first year of hospital 
service, so we will keep most of 
them. But the senior internes and 
resident physicians have found that 
if they do not get into the medical 
branch of the army, they are likely 
to be drafted as privates. So all six 
of them have applied for commis- 
sions in the medical service. If they 
leave, there will be only the 28 
juniors. 

41 Physicians as Privates. 

“One of the senior internes, 
Harold Hughart of Chicago, 
had applied for a commission, but 
had failed to get one, because of 
physical defects, was recently draft- 
ed for limited service, and was sent 
to Jefferson Barracks as a private. 
He called at the hospital a few days 
later, and said he had found 41 oth- 
er graduate physicians in the ranks 
This 
was the specific case which caused 
our senior internes and resident phy- 
sicians all to apply for commissions. 

“Soon the number of patients will 
increase to 700 or 800, while ap- 
parently the number of physicians 
will continue to diminish.

Who would have believed it if, immediately after the 
first battle of the Marne, we had been told that four 
years later to a day the world would still be found 
struggling against the Potsdam menace—that all the 
intervening time would teem with great events, that a 
new Marne would be fought in which armies of democ- 
racy that had come 3000 miles to win it would join? 

With the details of no other battle, not even those 
of Gettysburg, is the American civilian as familiar. 
With this, a war that had seemed only obscure and 
confused began to assume definite intelligible shape. He 


began to perceive something of the intricate planning 
that underlies the art of war and on which great battles 


are lost or gained. Appreciation of what might have hap- 
pened had it been a German victory has gone on in- 
creasing ever since. 

Prompt and just as was the recognition given its de- 
cisiveness then—for it overwhelmed the entire strategy | 
Prussianism had been elaborating for 40 years—we can 
see now that it was decisive in a different and even more | 
gigantie sense. But for it the inhuman U-boat war might 
not have been attempted, neither the United States nor

Fighting at present is going on over a front of nearly 
But it was fighting over 150 miles of front 
that began four years ago today. More than two and 
a half millions of men were engaged. The killed and 
wounded are computed at 300,000. In one small village 
on that long line, La Fere Champenoise, 10,000 are buried, 
more than a third of the total American casualties of 
all kind so far during the war. 

In the list of all great battle this stands at the head. 
Blindness was the final fate of Maunoury, who moved 
the 100,000 from Paris in taxicabs to disjoint the Kluck 
and Buelow lines from the flank and rear. But to 
Foch, who won the title of Europe’s foremost strategist 
in the frightful battle of the center, has come the lead- 
ership of the greatest host that ever devoted their lives 
to one cause in history. 

France, depleted in men and especially in materials, 
could not immediately reap from the battle the results 
to which her sacrifices entitled her. She is only be- 
ginning to reap them after four years. 

The consummate skill that won on the Marne is about 
to win on the Rhine, with the aid of all that is bravest 
and best in civilization. | 
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THE ‘‘MOPPING UP’’ OF NEW YORK. | 

The round-up of slackers in St. Louis is proceeding ta | 
an orderly fashion and seems to lack nothing in effi-| 
ciency because it is no more spectacular than the search | 
for other law violators.

A revolution brought him 
to power last December, and it has been 
followed in the intervening six months 
by many bitrary and “unconstitu- 
tional” meaures. The President is 
practically dictator, and the elections 
which returr@d the Congress he opened 
last week were held under a dictatorship. 

But while the new President is a reso- 
lute supporter of ofder, he is no reac- 
tionary. He repeats in his presidential 
address the warning which he gave the 
monarchists some weeks ago, that he is 
and remains a Republican, and that all 
hopes of his acting as a warming pan for 
a& restored Sovereign are unfounded. His 
business, he-proclaims, is to maintain 
consolidate the republic. .

ANY opinions are current of why 

Puck failed the other day, but 

none of them quite satisfies us. 
We suspect that Puck failed because 
the national humor changed and Puck 
did not. Bob Burdette once said that 
in his time as an American humorist 
there was a tremendous change in hnu- 
mor. When he began his career on 
the Burlington Hawkeye the popular 
humor of the Mississippi Valley was 
that which pertained to some physical 
frailty such as deafness or a hairlip. Bob 
worked all of them, through wooden- 
legged men, men with hump backs, bow- 
legged, knock-kneed and  pigeon-toed 
men, etc., etc., and the country roared. 
He lived to see that kind of humor pass 
utterly. It was succeeded first by the 
kicked-by-a-mule humor of Bill Nye, 
and then by the-humor of homely 
things in which none did anything bet- 
ter than Bob did with his story of get 
ting into an old-fashioned bed. That 
humor Was succeeded by the slang of 
the school headed by George Ade and 
the incomparable Mister Dooley. The 
latter was a real achievement—the 
others for the most part for a day. 
What ailed Puck was that it carried to 
its death the odor of a time past. Not 
everything in it was of that time, but 
it seemed to be so by association. Life 
lived where Puck died, but Life headed 
for the libraries of a people with a 
constantly-refining sense of humor, and 
Puck headed for the barber shops, where | 
it finally turned up its toes. Nobody 
like Bre’r Martin, Life’s editorial 
writer, lifted Puck out of the atmos- 
phere of stale anecdote and shaving 
soap. Nobody like the late John W. 
Mitchell, who had an exquisite taste in 
art with which Life was constantly en- 
riched, stood to lift Puck out of the 
picture supplement class. It is unfair 
to say that we have no such publication 
as those which express the humor of 
the European countries, Life expresses 
us, and the difference between our 
Puritanical humor and the nasty humor 
of countries like France and Germany 
is exactly that. Just a Minute confesses 
to killing Puck. It did it with this 
witticism, published just before Hearst 
tried to rescue the perishing: ‘‘Odds:

The writer of the letter from 
France published below is a well 
tnown graduate of Yale University 
and the President of a coal mining 
company of Pennsylvania. After 
serving in the American Ambulance 
in France he transferred to the 
French Artillery with other men from 
Eastern American universities.

EAR DOCTOR—I remember

SUNFLOWER SEED OIL. 


ERMANY'S' ambition for a 

“place in the sun” is less. promi- 
nent than its efforts to replenish the 
diminishing food and feed supply. 
So short have become fats and oil 
that large planting of sunflowers are 
urged as a source of edible oil. Last 
year the German Government  of- 
fered premiums for the cultivation 
of sunflowers and railroad right-of- 
ways there are extensively used for 
the purpose. 

According to information received 
by the Food Administration, as much 
as 18 gallons of oil can be secured 
from the seeds of an acre of sun- 
flowers, while the refuse is said to 
make a cattle feed comparing favor- 
ably in quality with other feeds now 
available in Germany.—vU. S. od |

Beans may also be preserved in a 
salt-and-sugar solution. Pack then) 
in containers between alternate lay- 
ers of salt and sugar, one part salt 
part sugar to seven parts 
beans by weight. The liquid produced 
by action of the salt and the sugar 
on the beans should cover them in 
three days after they are packed. 
Beans so preserved retain their origi- 
nal color better than those preserved 
with salt alone, but the flavor is con- 
sidered by some to be less agreeable.
